OFFICE or RAILROAD Commission’ Or MISSISSIPPI. 
Jackson, Miss., DECEMBER 2d, 1889. 


To His Excellency, Robert Lowry, Governor of Mississippi = 


The law providing for railroad supervision in, this State 
contemplates the submission to the Legislature, through you, 
of annual reports embracing a period ending each year on 
the 80th of September. 

Inasmuch as our last report was submitted to the Legisla- 
ture in January, 1888, and the first session thereafter will be 
the one beginning January, 1890, we have coneluded.that the 
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object in view would be accomplished, and expense avoided, 


by combining in our reporta review of our proceedings for 
the two years, in keeping with the plan adopted for the 
other departmerits of the State government. This report 
will therefore embrace the remainder of the year 1887 (not 
included in our second annual report), the year 1888, and 
the year 1889 up to the date'of this report. 

The duties of the Commission as now. defined by law re- 
late mainly to the supervision of rates for the transportation 
of passengers and freight, and securing proper and suitable 
depot and station facilities. We are also charged with 
ordering suits through the proper district attorneys for the 
penalties provided by law for failure to keep posted the 
bulletin boards at telegraph stations, the posting of freight 
tariffs, providing regulations for the comfort of passengers 
at railway stations, the inspection of the various roads, and 
of accidents to trains “attended with serious personal 
injury." In addition, we were required by an act passed by 
the last Legislature to revise’ and fix the assessment of such 


railroads as had escaped taxation. Superadded to these . 


duties there has devolved upon us, since the passage of the 
act creating the Railroad Commission a Board of Control of 
the Penitentiary, the duties of that department. These were 
of a supervisory character only until the cancellation of the 
` lease of the Gulf and Ship Island Railroad of the Peniten- 
tiary, since which time the entire management, financial and 
otherwise has been in our hands. A separate and full report 


~ 
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of that department will be submitted by us as a Board of 
Control. 


SUPERVISION OF RATES, PASSENGER AND FREIGHT. 

The result of railroad supervision in Mississippi as to 
passenger rates has been to secure an uniform rate of three 
cents per mile for passengers throughout the State, with the 
single exception of one narrow-guage line (the Ripley, Ship 
Island and Kentucky, now known as the Gulf and Chicago 
Railroad), which is still allowed a maximum of four cents 
per mile. During the present year we made an order 
reducing the passenger rate on that road to three cents, but 
upon a full showing of the financial status of that corpo- 
ration, of its earnings, and of the small number of tickets 
sold, we withdrew the order and determined to withhold such: 
action until a further opportunity had been afforded for the 
development of that line of road, the extension of which 
was contemplated. The result of the reductions in passenger 
rates, and the aggregate saving to the public thereby were- 
set forth in our last report. We stated then, and reiter- 
ate now, that these reductions have operated advantageously 
to roads affected, because of the increased travel. As popu- 
lation increases and as the country develops and our towns 
and cities grow, the public good and the best interests of the 
common carriers may demand still lower rates for local. 
travel, as they already are made to some extent for through 
travel and for commutation tickets. But the difficult, ever- 
recurring, and oftentimes embarrassing work of the Commis- 
sion has been the supervision and revision of freight rates. 
Actuated as we have been, by an earnest desire to advance 
the public welfare and to secure reasonable rates for the peo- 
ple of the State, without doing injustice to the railroads, and 
meeting at every step in the line of revision and reduction 
the claim of the companies that rates were already reason- 
nable, and that the revenue would be impaired to a point not 
compatible with the maintenance of secure and safe roads,. 
and rolling stock, some idea may be formed of the character 
of the work in this regard. 

At the time of our last report we stated that our purpose 
was, if possible, to secure uniformity in the classification of 
freight by the several roads in the State, there being in use 
at that time various classifications, based mainly on what 
was known as the Mississippi Valley Joint Classification and 
the Southern Railway and Steamship Association Classifica- 
tion, together with a third as fixed in 1886 by our board, 
known as the Mississippi Classification. Our object was 
originally to make the latter classification, with such modi- 
fications as experience might suggest, applicable on all the 
lines within the State, but we found that to do so would create:

confusion and entail a great additional work on the part of 
agents, because of the general use of other classifications on 
business not local; and uniformity having been approxi- 
mated on our roads in interstate business by the use of the 
Southern Railway Classifieation, we determined upon the 
adoption of that system on local business. The result has 
been that that classification is now established for all the 
roads in the State on local business, subject to such additions 
or alterations as have been approved by us for each of the 
several lines. It is to be hoped that the efforts of the 
National Commission, and of some of the leading and most 
important railways to secure the adoption throughout the 
United States of a uniform system of classification, will yet 
be successful. When it is remembered that every article 
known to commerce or transported by public carriers must 
be placed in one or the other of the classes (which ‘must be 
limited to a convenient number), with due regard to value, 
bulk, weight, and liability to damage, it will be readily seen 
that such uniformity will very much lessen the complexity 
of what is at best a complicated and intricate business, will 
enable the publie the more readily to become familiar with ' 
freight tariffs, will facilitate the imterchange of freight by 
connecting lines, and greatly simplify the labors of freight 
Agents, who, as it is now, sometimes become hopelessly in- 
volved by the intricacies of conflicting or unstable classifica- 
tions and exceptions. : : 

The change of classification and the adjustment of rates 
thereto was effected during last year, without much diffi- 
culty or friction, except in the sase of the Illinois Central 
Railroad. On April 2, 1888, we invited that road (which 
had prior to that time been using the “Mississippi Classifi- 
tion”) to submit a freight tariff based on the Southern Rail- 
way Classification, avoiding as far as practicable an increase 
of rates. Acquiescing (and in fact. desiring the change in 
classification, so that the same might be uniform with that 
used on its interstate business), the company submitted 2 
tariff which we found upon examination to be in many re- 
spects a material increase in rates from that which we had 
previously revised and approved. After revising and prun- 
ing this new tariff, which was to become effective July 1, 
1888, the road refused to put itinto effect. Wethen directed 
suits to be brought by the proper district attorneys to enforce 
the penalty provided. by law in such cases. The road, 
through its General Solicitor, then applied for a suspension 
of the order establishing the revised tariff, and for a re-hear- 
ing. We declined to suspend the operation of the tariff, but 
notified him that we would entertain an application by the 
company for its modification. Accordingly, on July 16, 
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1888, the company appeared by its General Manager, Gen- 
eral Solicitor, Auditor and General Freight Agent, and sev- 
eral days were occupied in the presentation of evidence, and 
in argument. We declined, after mature consideration, to 
recede from the tariff as fixed, but corrected some inequali- 
ties that the examination in detail had disclosed. The offi- 
cials of the company then announced after a conference, that 
they would at once put the tariff into effect under protest, 
and upon the agreement of the company to promptly re- 
fund all over-charges occurring between July Ist (the date 
fixed for the tariff to take effect) and July 18th (the date 
of the last order), upon presentation of freight bills show- 
ing the same, to local agents, and the payment of all costs, 
we directed the suits to be dismissed. Since then, this 
general tariff has been operated, with some reductions on 
special classes of freight, which have been made from time 
to time, notably on grain, hay, fertilizers, cotton-seed 
meal, lumber, cement, lime, brick, laths, shingles, live 
stock, ete. These tariffs, as well as all others, appear in the 
records kept in our office, were printed, are on file, and re- 
quired to be posted at each depot on the various lines. To 
incorporate them in our report would swell it to voluminous 
proportions, and would be of no permanent use, for the rea- 
son that changes and modifications are frequently made. 
The Dlinois Central system controls, either as owner or 
lessee, the Canton, Aberdeen and Nashville Railroad, the 
Yazoo and Mississippi Valley Railroad, and the Mississippi 
and Tennessee Railroad, in addition to the main line (which 
embraces the Chicago, St. Louis and New Orleans Railroad, 
and the Mississippi Central Railroad) and the mileage of the 
system in this State embraces 636 miles of road, which is 
about one-fourth of the railroad mileage of the State. Prior 
to the present year freight passing from one of these lines tc 
the other has taken the local rate of each road, and thus the 
charge from a point on one part of the system to a point on 
any other part in the State has been the sum of the locals 
of each road, making the aggregate charge for the entire 
haul much greater than for an equal distance on a single 
road. With a view to lessening this rate we cited the Illi- 
nois Central Company in June last, and the result was the 
establishment of a “straight” tariff (thus getting rid of 
the sum of two locals) from all points on the main line 
to all points on the Mississippi and "Tennessee Hailroad 
and vice versa. Since then this rule has been extended 
80 as to apply to all the roads in the system, so that now 
one general tariff (which is designated as “L1” by the 
Illinois Central, and which is the same as that operated on 
the local interstate business of that road) is operated from 
any point of the system on continuous shipments to any 
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oint on any other part of the system. The same tariff (E 1) 
E also Sedo the C., A. & N. R. R. Co., and the Y. & M. V. 
R. R. Co., for all freight from point to point on each of these 
lines, The rates fixed by that tariff, although lower than 
the sum of the locals, are higher than those established by 
the Commission for the main line of the Illinois Central 
proper within the State, but the Commission has been power- 
less to reduce the same because of an injunction made pér- 
petual by the Supreme Court of.this State in the case of 
John M. Stone, et al. (Railroad Commissioners) vs. The Y. 
& M. V. R. R. Co., (see 62 Miss. Rep., p. 648) and the ease of 
the, ©., A. & N. R. R. Co., vs. The Railroad Commission. 
(not reported). 

In this connection reference is made here to the opinion 
of Attorney-General Miller furnished us in November, 1887, 


published in our'last report, page 65. The claim of these 


two roads to exemption trom supervision is based on a pro- 
vision in the charter of each which is identically the same, 
and is quoted in our letter of November 11, 1887, asking 
the opinion of the Attorney-General, above referred to. (See 
our report of 1887, pp. 62 and 68.) "These charters will be 
found in the Acts of 1882, pp. 844 and 1,006. A provision 


in the act of March 2, 1882, authorizing the consolidation of. ' 


the Memphis and Vicksburg Railroad and the Mississippi 
Valley and Ship Island Railroad (which are now merged in 
the L., N. O. & T. R. R.) was evidently inserted with a view 
of accomplishing the same result, but being vague and un- 
certain, we doubted if it brought that road within the deci- 


sion of the Supreme Court in the cases referred to; and we : 


invited the opinion of the Attorney-General as to this act 
also. His opinion was adverse to the claim of that com- 
pany of exemption from supervision. (See our report of 
1887, p. 66.) For the provision in the law authorizing the 
consolidation referred to, see Acts of 1882, p. 1014. 

We accordingly cited the L., N. O. & T. R. R. Co. for a 
revision of its freight tariff, and in May last the General 
Manager ofthe company, and its General Solicitor, appeared, 
insisting that the company was protected by the provision 
referred to. We, nevertheless, promulgated certain revised. 


rates for the road, which were accepted and are being oper- - 


ated by the company under protest—the written protest of 
the Solicitor of the company being on file in our office. It 
is proper to say in this connection, however, that the freight 
rates on this important line are usually reasonable because 
of the fact that at nearly every point in this State there is 
competition with the low steamboat and barge rates of the 
Mississippi river. : 

This system has now become the second in mileage and 
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importance in the State; the main line and branches aggre" 
gating 584.8 miles in extent, and embracing not only the 
main line, but the Greenville, Lake Washington and Hunt- 
ington branches as well, the newly constructed Bolivar Loop 
(extending from Lamont, a point on the Huntington branch, 
by way of Rosedale and Friars Pointto Coahoma Station on 
the main line, and from Hampton on Lake Washington to 
Rolling Fork at the southern intersection with the main 
line,) also the narrow gauge Mobile and Northwestern Rail- 
road, (extending from Glendale, opposite Helena, Ark., to 
Eagle Nest.) the West Feliciana Railroad from Woodville to 
Bayou Sara (now extended to Slaughter, near Baton Rouge, 
on the main line in Louisiana,) and the Natchez, Jackson 
and Columbus Railroad, which has been during the year 
changed to the standard gauge from Harriston on the main 
line of the L., N. O. & T. R. R. to Natchez, and will shortly, 
we understand, be changed from Harriston to Jackson. 
Another extension from Clarksdale southward through Tal- 
lahatehie county is projected, and work begun already at 
Olarksdale, we are informed. 

In February, 1888, the Southern Railway Classification, and 
the local inter-state tariff based thereon, was approved for 
the Mobile and Ohio Railroad, except as to factory products, 
and cotton in bales, as to which a separate and special tariff 
was fixed. The cotton tariff was further reduced by us on 
August 5,1889. We have also approved during the present 
and past year a number of exceptionally low tariffs on native 
products, “such as hay and grain, acid for canned goods, 
earthenware, etc., along this line of road—some submit- 
ted at our instance and some emanating from the com- 
pany—which has, under the present management, im- 
pressed us with a disposition to co-operate in the es- 
tablishment of such local rates on home products as 
will secure the development of the country along the line of 
the roud, and increase the number and efficiency of the home 
manufacturing enterprises. Our information is that this 
policy has already contributed largely to the restoration of 
friendly relations between the public along that route and 
the railroad company. We commend this example to those 
railway officials who appear to act upon the false and mis- 
taken theory that they are independent of the people, and of 
all interference upon the part of their representatives. 

On the 18th July, 1888, we revised, after proper notice, the 
freight tariff of the New Orleans and North-Eastern Rail- 
road, the principal reductions being made in the rates on 
cotton in bales, and on flour and meal and fertilizers. 

On June 5th, 1888, we revised the general tariff of the 
Vicksburg and Meridian, (now the Alabama and Vicksburg) > 
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Railroad, and the new tariff was promulgated by us as Circu- 
lar 49. This tariff we further revised and reduced on June 
5th, 1889, and the same is set forth in our Circular 56. By 
this latter revision the general tariff is at last placed nearly 
in line with the rates fixed on other roads in the State, & ' 
result which has only been reached after frequent revisions, 
much protestation and obstinate opposition from the man- 
agement of the road. : 

An embarrassing question has confronted us on several 
occasions during the last two years, as io the competitive 
rates on this line from Vicksburg to Jackson and from 
Vicksburg to Meridian. Much of the “heavy packing-house 
products,” such as bacon, bulk meat, ete., and of flour and 
meal in barrels, and grain, has heretofore been shipped from 
St. Louis and western points over this line in connection 
with either the Mississippi steamer and barge lines or the 
L., N. O. & T. R. R. as far as Vicksburg and thence over the 
V. & M. (or A. & V. as it now is) to Jackson or Meridian on 
thorough bills of lading at rates proportionately far below 
the local tariff for the same articles on the A. & V. road. 
For example, the rate on flour in barrels from St. Loüis to 
Meridian via the Anchor Line of steamers on the Mississippi, 
and the A. & V. road would be 62 cents per barrel; of this 
` sum 45 cents was ‘the Anchor Line proportion, with in- 
surance, and 17 cents the A. & V. proportion. The'case was 
similar to Jackson. The Vicksburg shippers and those who 
bought in that market, or those who desired to avail them- 
selves of such special arrangements as they might secure 
for transportation to that point, complained that they were. 
being discriminated against; and that the rail rate from 
Vieksburg to Jackson and Meridian to them on our own 
local road should be no higher than it was for the shipper 
from St. Louis. Affected apparently by this consideration 
the V. & M. roads put into effect and operated until Septem- 
der 28th of this year, a rate fixed on that basis to Meridian, 
and a still lower “cut” rate to Jackson. At the date named 
these rates were revoked and the full pre-existing local rate 
Was resumed— an agreement, it was currently reported, 
having been effected by the various roads doing business at 
Jackson and Meridian. It was at this stage that the Boards 
of Trade of Jackson and of Meridian appealed to the Com- 
mission, and, after investigation, we approved the rate in effect 
up to the date named, and fixed the same as the tariff on these 
commodities from Vicksburg to Jackson and Meridian 
respectively, except as to Jackson we did not accept the 
“cut” rate, but adopted in lieu thereof the proportion of the 
“through” rate as formerly established, which was the same 
as to Meridian. Thereby our local markets are protected, 
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and no injustice done to the A. & V. railroad, because by 

whatever route the freight reaches Vicksburg, and whether 

on “through” bills or otherwise, the railroad gets the rate it 

has established itself, from Vicksburg to Meridian, and from 

Vicksburg to Jackson. Having no power to regulate the 

rates on inter-state traffic, yet we do have the power to place 

our own people on an equal footing with distant markets, as: 
far as the charges on local lines are concerned. These are | 
the only complaints on this subject that have been filed 

before the Commission. 

The two lines last named, together with the Alabama 
Great Southern, are a part cf what is generally known as 
the “Queen and Crescent” system and they have a mileage 
within this State of 815 miles. The local freight rates on 
the Alabama Great Southern railroad, (which has only a few 
miles in the State), we find to be reasonably low, being fixed 
on the basis established by the Alabama Commission, in 
which State nearly the whole of that road is situated. 


On the Kansas City, Memphis & Birmingham railroad the 
freight tariff was revised again the 19th of March of this 
year, and some further corrections made on the 16th Septem- 
ber. This tariff as now fixed is comparatively reasonable. 
This line of railway (which is a part of animportant system) 
extends across the State diagonally from the State line near 
Memphis via Holly Springs and Tupelo to the Alabama line, 
northeast of Aberdeen, with a branch line from Amory, in 
Monroe county, to Aberdeen ; and has a mileage within the 
State of 142.67 miles. 

Since the date of our last report the Georgia Pacific Rail- 
road, extending from Atlanta, Ga.,to Greenville in this State, 
has been completed and is now in operation between the 
points named, having a mileage in Mississippi (including a 
narrow gauge branch of 23 miles from Stoneville to Sharkey) 
of 202.2 miles. The Georgia Pacific is a part of the Rich- 
mond & Danville system, which penetrates nearly every 
southern State east of the Mississippi, and it is said to be 
the purpose of the management to still. further develop the 
system in this State, and in fact there is being constructed at 
this time a branch from a point near where the main line 
crosses the Yazoo river below Greenwood, up the Talla- 
hatchie river in the direction of Memphis, and still another 
ce is anticipated, itis said, in the direction of Yazoo 

ity. 

The freight tariff of this road was submitted to us before 
the road was completed, and it was approved. The rates 
are reasonably fair, except that we regard the cotton tariff 
for some distances too high, and have notified the company 
that we will expect a revised tariff on cotton, to be submit- 
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ted as soon as the work still to be done to put the line in a 
finished condition is completed. | 

The Memphis & Charleston Railroad freight tariff has been, 
during the present year revised by the Commission to the 
extent of a reduction of the rates on cotton for the distance 
which that road traverses this State—33 miles. Its general 
tariff is reasonable. i 

There have been no complaints of the treight charges on 
the Louisville & Nashville Railroad. The rates are, in the 
main, lower than any road in the State. Skirting the Gulf 
along the entire route in Mississippi, it has water competition 
throughout. | | 

The Hast Tennesse, Virginia & Georgia road, although an 
important factor in the competition for through business to 
our most important city in the east (Meridian) has only eight 
miles within the State, and the local business is unimport- 
ant. . 

The foregoing review embraces a reference to the most 
important freight tariff revisions during the past two years, 
but does not include a multitude of special tariffs relating to 
various commodities, which have been submitted and acted 
upon at the regular semi-monthly meetings of the Com- 
mission. 


DEPOT IMPROVEMENTS. 


Since our last report, and in addition to the depots therein 
enumerated, we have caused a number of passenger and 
freight depots to be either builtorenlarged. The list includes 
the following: On the Illinois Central: Terry, Coffeeville, 
Vaiden, Goodman, Magnolia, Madison and Bogue Chitto. 
On the Mississippi & Tennessee: Batesville, Coldwater, Love's, 
Horn Lake, Nesbits and Sardis. On the Yazoo & Mississippi 
Valley: Anding and Bentonia. On the New Orleans & 
Northeastern: Eastabuchie and Tuscanola. On the Ala- 
bama & Vieksburg: Brandon, Clinton, Bolton, Morton, Pela- 
hatchie and Newton. On the Louisville, New Orleans & 
Texas: Hampton, Shaws, Wilezinski and Greenville. On 
the Mobile & Ohio: Wahalak. On the Kansas City, Mem- 
phis & Birmingham: Olive Branch. On the Natchez, Jack- 
son & Columbus: Harriston. On the Louisville & Nashville: . 
Ocean Springs. 

The old passenger depot at Jackson on the Illinois Cen- 
tral was, two years ago, condemned by the Commission, and 
the result of the conferences with the management of that 
road was an agreement to begin within a year the erection 
of a creditable and commodious depot, if we would with- 
hold any order for expensive additions to the old depot. This 
agreement, we are happy to report, the Illinois Central car- 
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ried out in perfect good faith, and the result is the present 
magnificent passenger depot building, which is a credit both 
to the railroad company, and the capital of the State. It is 
the best in the State. 

Tt has been the object of the Commission to secure a sui- 
table and commodious passenger depot building for the Ala- 
bama and Vicksburg Railroad at Vicksburg, and after some 
delay we had submitted to us by the company plans and 
specifications for a building that would be not only ample, 
but ornamental, with every facility and convenience. The 
erection of this building has been prevented by the action of 
the municipal authorities of the city of Vicksburg, who pro- 
hibit the construction of the same, unless of brick. There 
is no power in this board to designate the material to be used 
in the erection of depots, and we have for that reason sus- 
pended the order, hoping that some arrangement may be 
effected by the railroad company and the city whereby the 
much needed passenger depot may be secured. 


DEPOT APPLICATIONS DISALLOWED. 


In this connection it will not be amiss to refer to a contro- 
versy that arose during the past year relative to the freight 
depot of the Vicksburg and Meridian Railroad at Vicksburg. 

It came before us by petition of G. H. P. Rector in April, 
1888, alleging unjust discrimination on the part of the rail- 
road company in permitting P. P. Williams & Co., to use for 
warehouse purposes an old freight depot building to the ex- 
clusion of others. The proof and a.personal inspection by 
the Commission showed that the depot building in use for 
the public was ample, being the largest in the State, and our 
conclusion was, that such being the case, we had no power 
to control or direct the use of other buildings owned by the 
company. The decision was accordingly, and the complaint 
was dismissed. 

In July, 1888, the Commission also heard the petition of 
W. F. and H. C. Smith for an order compelling the New 
Orleans and North-Eastern Railroad to erect a freight and 
passenger depot at Errata on that road. In this case, as in 
the preceding, both the petitioners and the defendants were 
represented by attorneys, and evidencetaken. In the Errata 
case we dismissed the petition; it appearing from the proof 
that the business at that point was inconsiderable, and that it 
was only two miles distant from the established depot at 
Sandersville, a village of some 200 inhabitants. 

In August of the present year a petition was filed by a 
part of the citizens of Winona to compel the erection by the 
Illinois Central and Georgia Pacific of a union passenger 
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depot at the point of intersection of those roads in that 
town. Both companies were cited, and in answer set forth the 
fact that each had already erected and were then using separ- 
ate passenger and freight depots situated not far distant 
from the point of intersection. These buildings were shown 
to be ample, both substantial brick structures—that of the 
Georgia Pacific only recently completed. There also ‘ap- 
peared a delegation of the citizens, who presented a counter 
petition, claiming that it was not the desire of the majority 
of the business men or tax-payers that the proposed union 
passenger depot should be built. In view of the divided 
opinion of the citizens themselves on the subject and of the 
substantial and commodious character of the buildings 
already erected, we concluded that it would not be just or 
equitable at this time, to grant the prayer of the potitioners. 
It was therefore dismissed. 


DEPOT IMPROVEMENTS NOT COMPLETED. ' 
In addition to the depot buildings directed to be built or 


enlarged as hereinbefore enumerated, we have recently 
ordered others, the work on some having already been com- 
menced. This list includes Rolling Fork, Centreville, 
Osyka, Natchez, Utica, Raymond, Courtland, Hernando, 
Oakland and Harrison Station. 


DEPOT ORDERS RESISTED, 

An order for the erection of suitable buildings at Lake 
and Pearsons on the Alabama and Vicksburg road having 
been disregarded by the company, and the time within which 
the work was to be done having elapsed, we have directed 
suits to be brought by the proper district attorneys for the 
penalty provided by law. Suit was also ordered for a like 
failure and refusal as to the Bovina depot on the same road, 
but on a petition numerously signed by the citizens of the 
locality asking us to withdraw the order, we didso. The 
poliey of this road appears to be in some cases, (notably the 
Bovina and Pearsons cases) to threaten the people living in 
the locality with the abandonment of such depots, and to 
discontinue the stoppage of trains at these points. While 
apprehending that the strong arm of the law, as itis, would 
if invoked by the communities interested, prevent the exer- 
cise of such arbitrary and oppressive power, we neverthe- 
less believe that some statutory penalty should be provided 
for such cases, to be invoked not only by the residents of the 
locality, (who may to a great extent be made the victims of 
the ill will of the company), but by the Commission or some 
official representative of the State. We are glad to be able 
to say that this policy of obstruction has been displayed by 
no other railway company in this State, and.on the contrary; 
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the management of other companies have manifested a com- 
mendable disposition to co-operate with the Commission in 
making these provisions for the convenience and comfort of 
the traveling public. 

INSPECTIONS. 


We have since our last report made inspections of various 
roads in the State, and the reports thereof as made by 
ihe several Commissioners are on file and of record in our 
office, and therein will be found the various recommenda- 
tions made from time to time relative to improvements of 
depots. 


ACCIDENTS. 


Accidents to passengers during the period of this report 
have, fortunately, not been numerous. There will be found 
in the Appendix the reports of such as have been inspected 
by us, together with such reports as have been submitted 
by railway officers. 

Some of the “accidents to trains attended by serious per- 
sonal injury” have not been inspected, for the reason that in 
the nature of things, a personal inspection of the site of the 
accident (in eases of derailment of the train, for example) 
could accomplish nothing when the train had been replaced 
on the track, and business resumed, before a Commissioner 


could possibly arrive, or (as'in many instances) before the 
information would ever reach him. 


REGULATIONS. 


We have, as authorized by law, issued during the present 
and past year, several circulars, establishing certain regula- 
tions at passenger depots. "These will also be found in the 
Appendix, and are designated Cireulars 50, 54 and 59. 

ABSESSMENT OF RAILROADS. 

By virtue of an act of the Legislature entitled “an act to 
provide for the assessment and collection of past due and 
unpaid taxes on railroads which have escaped the payment 
thereof" approved April 3d, 1888, we prepared shortly after 
the passage of the act, the assessment lists required thereby 
for all the counties through which the Yazoo and Mississippi 
Valley Railroad passes—that being the only road known to 
us which was not *exempt by law or its charter" from taxa- 
tion, which had escaped taxation. The Attorney-General 
construing the charter of this company as not exempting it, 
and the railroad company insisting that it did. Accepting 
the view of the Attorney-General, we prepared the assess- 
ment lists as stated and forwarded the same to the several 
sheriffs of the counties along that line of railroad. Upon 
the return of these lists by tho sheriffs containing, as we 
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conceived, an insufficient or incomplete valuation, we re- 
vised and equalized the same for the years 1885, 1886, 1887 
and 1888, so that the assessment as finally fixed by us was 
as follows:

In reaching the conclusion thatthe foregoing was a reason- 
able valuation, we estimated the value of the locomotives- 
passenger coaches, express cars, freight cars, mail cars, hand- 
cars, turntables, depots, water tanks, ware-houses, side-tracks 
and main track, and on the basis of the mileage in each 
county fixed the amount of the assessment of such county. 
In making the assessment we were without any information 
or data from the railroad company, their representatives re- 
fusing to furnish it. The result of this assessment and the 
tax levied thereon under the law, has been in litigation by 
the company seeking to assert its claim to exemption, 
which has extended from the chancery court to our own 
Supreme Court, thence to the United States Supreme Court, 
and by all these tribunals the decisions have been favorable 
to the State; and the Attorney-General has not only been 
successful in maintaining the law and the assessment and 
taxation thereunder, but the result bas been accomplished 
in an unprecedentedly short time. 

In connection with this subject of railroad taxation we 
have for convenient reference prepared and included in the, 
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appendix to this report a list of the railroads in this State 
paying State and county taxes with the amount paid by each 
annually since 1880. Also a list of those roads not paying 
taxes, with a reference to the charter of each under which 
exemption is had. It will readily be seen that if the rail- 
road properly of the State, which is subject to taxation, was ' 
taxed at the same rate ad valorem as the property of individ- 
uals, that the revenues of the State and counties would be 
enormously increased. The wisdom of a policy whereby’ 
one system of valuation is fixed for railroads and another 
for individuals, resulting in unequal taxation it is beyond 
our province to discern, but when the period of exemption 
has terminated, it would seem equitable and just that rail- 
road property should be assessed and taxes paid thereon 
ad valorem, as in all other cases. In the State of New Jersey 
a Board of Commissioners are, under the act of 1884 and 
the laws amendatory thereof, charged with the assessment 
of railroad and canal property in that State; and from this 
source in 1887, with the State tax at one-half of one per cent., 
the total tax on 1962 miles of road and 173 miles of canals, 
aggregated the large sum of $1,303,484.77 (see annual report 
of State Board of Assessors of New Jersey for 1887.) 
RAILROAD MILEAGE IN MISSISSIPPI.

The roads built since our last report have been the Geor- 
gia Pacific, the Bolivar Loop of the L., N. O. & T., the Lake - 
Washington extension to Rolling Fork, of the same road, 
and a few miles of the Gulf and Ship Island. ‘There is now 
under construction the Tallahatchie branch of the Georgia 
Pacific, and the ‘Natchez, Jackson and Columbus has been 
changed from a narrow to a standard guage from Harriston 
to Natchez, and we are informed that the L., N. O. & T. R. R. 
Co. is now engaged in widening the guage of the Mobile and 
Northwestern branch from Lula to Glendale, and is build- 
ing a branch from Clarksdale as already stated. Other lines 
are projected in various quarters, and the rapid railroad 
development of the State during the past few years is likely 
to go on at a greatly accelerated rate. During the present 
decade the railroad mileage in Mississippi was more than 
doubled, . 

ANNUAL REPORTS OF RAILWAYS. 

With the view of securing uniformity, and to facilitate the 
preparation and filing of annual reports, we have adopted a 
form prepared and printed by the National Commission. 
These blanks, bound in book form, consist of 40 pages each, 
and embrace a great variety of useful information as to the 
history, equipment, business, cost, indebtedness and earnings 
(gross and net) of each company. These books, excepta few 
not yet received, are on file in our office; and a part of the 
records thereof. The blanks were furnished free of cost to 
the State by the Interstate Commerce Commission, and are 
for the year ending June 80, 1889. These annual reports 
are in addition to the quarterly reports, which are furnished 
us at the end of each quarter. The statistical and other in- 
formation contained in the Appendix to this report is taken 
largely trom these annual reports, which come up only to the 
80th of June as above stated. An amendment of our laws so as 
to fix this as the date of the ending of the year for railroad 
reports, instead of the 30th of September, would facilitate the 
work of the Commission and secure uniformity with the 
Commissions of other States and the United States. 

CONVENTION OF RAILROAD COMMISSIONERS. 

In January last an invitation was extended by the Inter- 
state Commission to the State Railroad Commissioners to 
join in a general convention to be held in the city of Wash- 
ington on the 5th of March last, as will appear by the fol- 
lowing circular:

, Classification of Freight, its simplification and unification, 

Railway Legislation, how to obtain harmony in, 

Railway Construction, should regulation be provided ? 

And such other topics affecting State and Interstate Commerce 4s may 
be brought forward by members of the Conference, the above suggestions 
not being designed to exclude the consideration of any other subjects of 
common interest, 

An opportunity will also be afforded for consultation in respect to the 
heating and lighting of cars, automatic car-coupling, continuous train-brakes, 
and other matters now more particularly within the sphere of State author- 
ity. 

Brief papers are invited from members of the Conference upon’ any topic 
deemed of importance, Arrangements will be made for preserving a per- 
manent record of the proceedings,

This convention was held and was very generally attended, 
but at the time our duties were such that we’ had no repre- 
sentative present. We are satisfied that by these confer- 
ences (which are to be held annually) much good may be 
accomplished. The proceedings of the last convention are 
on file in our office, having been published by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission in book form. 


DEFACING AND DESTROYING POSTED TARIFFS AND REGULATIONS. 


During the various inspections made by us we have found 
that the defacing or mutilation of tariffs, classifications and 
regulations posted in compliance with the law in the various 
depots, has been and is still, the cause of much complaint on 
the part of the depot agents. We suggest that such acts be 
made misdemeanors, so that the courts may inflict the proper 
punishment upon the guilty, and the preservation of order, 
and the protection of passengers at the depot waiting-rooms 
would be promoted, we think, by the enactment of a statute 
on that subject also, clothing the agents with the authority 
of peace officers, thereby securing the arrest of vicious, 
drunken, or disorderly persons, and loafers, or vagrants, who, 
it is often reported to us, are in the habit of using passenger 
waiting-rooms as a place of resort. 

INSUFFICIENT PASSENGER CAR ACCOMMODATIONS. 


Informal complaints have been made to us on several oc- 
casions of insufficient passenger car accommodations on some 
of the railroads. We have no jurisdiction in such cases, and 
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we submit the question of the propriety of authorizing the 
Commission, whenever such complaints are made, to take 
such action as may be deemed proper by recommendations 
to the company in default, or otherwise. 

| OVERWORKING ENGINEERS. 

Similarly, the very reprehensible and dangerous practice, 
sometimes found, of overworking locomotive engineers by 
long repeated or continuous ^runs," including night duty, 
might be lessened or suppressed by proper legislation. 
. These guardians of the lives and safety of thousands of pas- 
sengers should be protected, if practicable, by fair and just 
laws, from overwork. 

DANGEROUS BRIDGES, TRESTLES AND ROAD-BEDS. 


Àn amendment of our laws authorizing and requiring the 
Commission to entertain complaints or reports made to them 
of insecure bridges or trestles, or tracks or road-beds, and 
to make recommendations relative thereto to the companies 
after examination by competent architects or engineers, 
would be in line with the more advanced railway legislation 
in the older States, increase the publie safety, and would aid 
in fixing liability where accidents result from such defects.

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REGULATIONS ADOPTED BY CIRCULAR. 


OFFICE or THE MIssIssIPrI RAILROAD COMMISSON, 
JAOKSON, Miss., June 7, 1888. 


* CrrouLaR No..50. 


The attention of Railroad Companies, depot agents, tele- 
graph operators and of the public, is called to the following 
sections of the Act of March 14, 1888, amendatory of the 
Railroad Supervision Laws of this State : 

Sxotion 2. Beit further enacted, That in addition to the 
power and duties now conferred by law on the Railroad 
Commissioners requiring them to “see that at least one com- 
fortable and suitable reception room is provided at each 
depot for the use and accommodation of persons desiring 
and awaiting transportation over their line," the said board 
is also authorized to designate the side or location of any 
new depot building or station house that may be ordered 
built, in cases where the site selected by the Railroad Com- 
pany required to erect the same is deemed inconvenient or 
inaecessible ; provided, that said depot shall be located onthe 
line of the said railroad, and having in view the interest of 
the publie and the Railroad Company, and to prescribe the 
number and dimensions of the rooms therein for passengers, 
designating and providing, if deemed proper, separate 
rooms for the sexes and for the races; and they shall also 
have the authority to require such additions to or alterations 
in passenger depots or station houses as may be necessary 
in their judgment to secure ample, comfortable, and suitable 
accommodations for all passengers; to prescribe the form 
and size of bulletin boards, and where the same shall be 
placed, the manner and place of posting tariffs of charges 
for freight and passengers, and of all notices and orders 
that may be promulgated by the Commission. They are 
also empowered to provide such rules and regulations for 
the arrangement and management of passengers, which they 
may cause to be posted in each passenger depot or sitting 
room. They shall, where in their judgment the occasion 
and the public convenience require it, cause “union passen- 
ger depots” to be erected, fixing the proportion to be 
ee by-each Railroàd- Company, if the several Rail- 

RR 
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rond Companies cannot agree, and designate the site and 
dimensions of the same. They shall also hear all complaints 
that may be presented them in writing as to imsufficient 
depot, storage or platform facilities for freight, and shall 
make such order thereon to secure the same as they may 
think the facts and the public convenience warrant; provided, 
that before any such orders are made the Railroad Company 
affected thereby shall have at least five days notice, and 
shall be heard by its representative or counsel, or both, be- 
fore final action, and such notice may be served as other 
process is now required to be served upon railroad corpor- 
ations ; and notice of any order or decision of the Railroad 
Commission shall be certified to the President, General Man- 
ager or Superintendent of the Railroad Company affected 
thereby, and the certified copy thereof shall be deposited 
properly addressed, in the mail, postage paid. 


Szcrton 4. Beit further enacted, That when a passenger 
is guilty of disorderly conduct, or a breach of the peace, or 
uses any obscene, profane or vulgar language, or plays any 
game of cards or other game of chance for money or other 
thing of value, upon any passenger train, the conductor of 
such train may stop his train at the place where such offense 
is committed, or at the next stopping place of such train, 
and eject such passenger from the train, using only such 
force as may be necessary to accomplish such removal, and 
the conductor may command the assistance of the employees 
of the company and the passengers on such train to assist in 
such removal; and said conductor may cause any person or 
persons violating the provisions of this act, and which are in 
violation of the laws of the State, to be detained and deliv- | 
ered to the proper authorities for trial as soon as possible. 


Section 8. Be it further enacted, That if any depot or 
station agent or telegraph operator of any Railroad Com- 
pany in the State shall wilfully fail or refuse to comply with 
the law requiring bulletin boards to be posted so as to show 
the time of arrival of trains, and to denote thereon the 
detention of trains when not ón schedule time, he shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall upon conviction be fined 
not less than ten nor more than fifty dollars.

Cracurar, No. 54. 


Under the authority conferred on the Railroad Commis: 
sion of Mississippi by section 2 of an Act of the Legislature, 
approved March 14, 1888, amendatory of the Railroad 
Supervision Laws, the following regulations were this day 
adopted and ordered to be promulgated in circular form; 
the same to be posted by the Railroad Companies in some 
conspicuous and secure manner in each waiting room at 
every passeriger station : 

1. At railroad stations where separate passenger waiting 
rooms are provided for the races, it is made the duty of 
depot agents, station masters, and all employees of the com- 
pany to exclude from each room set apart for one race all 
persons of another; and it shall be the duty of Railroad 
Companies by printed or painted sign at or on the door of 
each waiting room (where there is more than one) to prop- 
erly designate the same. 

2. No disorderly conduct shall be tolerated in passenger 
waiting rooms, and all peace officers, and especiallv munici- 
pal officers, are urged to co-operate with the railroad offi- 
cials and employees, in suppressing disorderly conduct by 
the prompt arrest of guilty parties. 

3. All passenger waiting rooms shall be open during the 
day at least one hour before, and one-half hour after, the 
arrival of trains authorized to carry passengers. 

4. Attelegraph stations where there is a night operator, 
the passenger waiting rooms shall be opened for passengers 
arriving or departing at any time during the night, and shall 
be provided with lights, and in winter, when occupied by 
passengers, with comfortable fires. 

5. At all stations, other than telegraph stations having 
night operators, where passenger trains arrive or depart 
during the night, the waiting room shall be opened, provided 
with lights, and in the winter with fires, at Jeast one hour 
before the arrival of each'passenger train, and remain open 
at least one-half hour after the departure of the same, if oc- 
cupied by passengers. _ 

All parties observing any failure on the part of any Rail- 
road Company, or persons charged with the enforcement of 
the foregoing regulations, to execute the same, are respect- 
fully requested to notify the Railroad Commission of such 
failure by letter addressed to the Clerk thereof, at Jackson,

REPORTS OF ACCIDENTS BY COMMISSIONERS. 


ACCIDENT AT ST. CHARLES SWITCH ON I. C. R. R. 


To the Railroad Commission of the State of Mississippi: | 

On the morning of January 10, 1889, I visited the scene of 
an accident on the Illinois Central Railroad at a point about 
one mile north of Brookhaven, known as St. Charles Switch, 
occurring January 9th, and inquired into the “facts and cir- 
cumstances thereof" as required by law. 

The accident was to the south-bound passenger train, 
known as No. 1, due at Brookhaven 6:22 P. m., but on the day of 
the accident it was about one hour late, and is said by the rail- 
road officials to have been running at the time at the rate of 
about 35 miles an hour. John Kirby was conductor,Sam Ber- 
rye, ngineer, and Caldwell (col.), fireman. The accident 
was caused by, an open switch, the same being the one con- 
structed for and used by the “Brookhaven Lumber and Man- 
ufacturing Co.," and designated as “St. Charles Switch.” At 
that point was situated the saw and planing mills of said com- 
pany, which were extensive, and located alongside of the 
side track, and a large quantity of manufactured lumber was 
stored therein or stacked adjacent thereto. A few steps be- 
yond the point where the side track leaves the main line, 
there was a second switch dividing so as to pass around the 
other side of the mills. The train plunging into the open 
switch, the locomotive and forward cars left the side track at 
the point where. the second. switch diverges, and forward 
from that point into the mill buildings, and the tender piled 
up at that point.. The resplt was that the buildings- and 
lumber immediately caught fire from the locomotive, which 
almost instantly gained such headway as to make it impossi- 
ble to check it. All the buildings and all the lumber. be- 
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-$ween the switches were burned, as well as everything com- 
bustible about the locomotive and tender, the express and 
the mail ear of the passenger train and three box cars and 
one coal car that were standing on the side track. The en- 
gineer escaped with only slight injury, but the'fireman, Cald- 
well, was.fatally injured, dying in a very short while, al- 
though rescued from the wreck alive. No one else was hurt 
otherwise than slightly. All baggage and express, it is said, 
was saved. 

As to where the blame rests for the open switch, itis the 
general belief of the railroad officials and employees as well 
as the citizens of the locality,that the switch was unlocked by 
some malicious person with the purpose of wrecking the 
train. I was informed by the agent at Brookhaven and 
other railroad officials that the switch was discovered to be 
unlocked by D. Burns, the conductor of freight train No. 7, 
in passing at about 4:30 o’clock the same evening, with the 
lock lying on the head-block of the switch, that he reported 
the fact at once to Mr. Bee, the agent at Brookhaven, who 
telegraphed the fact at about 5:30 P. m., to Mr. Fitzpatrick, 
the train-master at McComb City. The wrecking train being 
at Brookhaven at the time, Mr. Bee at once sent McDaniel, 
the conductor of the same, with his engine to the switch to 
lock it, who went to the point forthwith, and reports that he 
found it as represented and locked it, returning with the en- 
gine to Brookhaven. This was probably three hours before 
the accident occurred, and the facts and statements show 
that it must have been again unlocked after McDaniel re- 
turned. 

This accident closely followed another occurring at a 
point known as Cedar Hill Switch, some three miles 
south of St. Charles Switch. . That was also caused by an 

* open switch,the lock having been broken. These accidents, 
from like causes, demonstates the necessity for such regula- 

tions as will prevent them in the future, if possible, which 
could probably be accomplished by employing a watchman 

for each switch.

ACCIDENT AT WARRENTON, ON L., N. O. & T. R. R.

jumping in a trestle. The engine and twelve cars were 
ditched. The following injuries were sustained: Bill Carra- 
way, killed; Ohas. Seymow, killed; unknown, killed; Jim 
Brown, foot mashed; Juan Martin, badly crushed; and 
Frank McClain, knee hurt. 


ACCIDENT AT MITCHELL, ON N. O. & N. E. R. R. 


New OnLEANS, La., Dec. 15, 1888. 
J. F. Sessions, Esq., Chairman, Jackson, Miss.: 


Drar Sin: About 10.18 r. m., December 18th, extra freight 
train, south-bound, engineer Carughi, engine 234, conductor 
Bolton, and No. 18 north-bound freight, engine 236, engineer 
Walker, conductor Sharpe, collided about a hundred feet 
north of south switch at Mitchell siding, killing fireman M. 
Rowe instantly. Accident was caused by engineer Carughi, 
for some unaccountable reason, mistaking Mitchell for Nichol- 
son in his order, passing north switch at Mitchell at a high 
rate of speed, there being a heavy descending grade to the 
point: where the accident occurred. The orders were correct 
in every respect, and signed by both engineer and conductor.

Dear Sie: Our south-bound passenger train No. T was 
derailed at Coahoma, Miss., at 1.10 P. m., August 8th, caused 
by the track spreading at point of switch rails. Two coaches 
and one Pullman sleeper were turned over.

Following is list of per- 
sons injured, and extent of injury to each as far could be as- 
certained : Col. Scott, New Orleans, La., sleeping car porter, 
a small cut on forehead; Mr. Kelly, Memphis, Tenn., sleep: 
ing car porter, badly bruised, not seriously; J. C. Drane, 
Iuka, Miss., both legs broken and bruised. He has since 
died; Ella Martin (colored), Memphis, Tenn., slightly 
bruised about the legs and shoulder, head and neck; H. C. 
Bell, Shelby, Miss., one leg broken and slightly bruised ; W. 
J. Buell, Arkansas City, Mo., slightly bruised; M. S. Me-
